THE MODERN PRESS. 

The history of Cheap Popular Literature is along and instructive 
chapter of the history of the condition of the People. Before the in- 
vention of printing there was little literature that could be called popu- 
lar, and none that could be called cheap. But in the very earliest 
stages of the press all books would be comparatively cheap, and all lite- 
rature to a certain extent popular. Our first printer, as we regard his 
works, had a most especial eye to the largest number of readers. We 
have no record of the price of his books beyond the fact that one of them 
was sold for 6s. 87., a price equal to that of a quarter of wheat. But 
the subjects of his books, for the most part, show that he thought it his 
especial business to simplify knowledge, and to furnish reading for 
amusement. We can scarcely call any of his books learned. What 
there is of science in them was of a popular sort, and illustrated by dia- 
grams. The histories were those of our old legendary chronicles, as 
attractive even as the romances of chivalry which accompanied them. 
His poetry was chiefly that of one of the great minds whose essential 
attribute is that of universality. Caxton went to the largest number 
of readers that his age presented to him. 

It is a remarkable characteristic of the first century of printing, not 
only in this country, but wherever a press was erected, that the highest 
and most constant efforts of the new art were addressed to the diffusion 
of the old stores of knowledge, rather than to an enlargement of the 
stores. The early professors of the art on the continent, in Germany, 
Italy, and France, were scholars who knew the importance of securing 
the world’s inheritance of the knowledge of Greece and Rome from any 
further destruction, such as the scattered manuscripts of the ancient 
poets, orators, and historians had experienced, through neglect and ig- 
norance. The press would put them fairly beyond the reach of any 
new waste. But after the first half-century of printing, when these ma- 
nuscripts had been copied in type, and the public libraries and the 
princes and nobles of Europe had been supplied, a fresh want arose out 
of the satisfaction of the former want. Men of letters, who did not be- 
long to the class of the rich, anxiously demanded copies of the ancient 
classics ; and their demands were not made in vain. The Alduses, and 
Stephenses, and Plantins, did not hold it good to keep books dear for 
the advancement of letters ; they anxiously desired to make them cheap, 
and they produced therefore, not expensive folios only, as their prede- 
cessors had done, but neat and compactly printed octavos and duodeci- 
mos, for the general market. The instant that they did this, the foun- 
dations of literature were widened and deepened. They probably at 
first overrated the demand; indeed, we know they did so, and they 
suffered in consequence. But the time was sure to come when their la- 
bors would be rewarded; and, at any rate, they were at once placed 
beyond a servile dependence upon patrons. When they had their cus- 
tomers in every great city and university, they did not wait for the ap- 
proving nod of a pope or a cardinal before they began to print. 

A new demand very soon followed upon the first demand for cheap 
copies of the ancient classics, and this was even more completely the 
demand of the people. The doctrines of the Reformation had proclaimed 
the Bible as the best spiritual guide and teacher, and the people would 
have Bibles. The first English Bible was bought up and burnt; those 
who bought the Bibles contributed capital for making new Bibles, and 
those who burnt the Bibles advertised them. The first printers of the 
Bible were, howeve., .. «tious; they did not see the number of readers 
upon which they were to rely for a sale. In 1540 Grafton printed but 
500 copies of his complete edition of the Scriptures; and yet, so great 





was the rush to this new edie of the most important knowledge, that 
we have existing 326 editions of the English Bible, or parts of the Bible, 
printed between 1526 and 1600. 

The early English printers did not attempt what the continental ones 
were doing for the ancient classics. Down to 1540 no Greek book had 
appeared from an English press. Oxford had only printed a part of Ci- 
cero’s Epistles ; Cambridge, no ancient writer whatever: only three or 
four old Roman writers had been reprinted, at that period throughout 
England. But a great deal was done for public instruction by the course 
which our early printers took ; for, as one of them says, “ Divers famous 
clerks and learned men translated and made many noble works into our 
English tongue, whereby there was much more plenty and abundance of 
English used than there was in times past.” The English nobility were, 
probably, for more than the first half-century of English printing, the 
great encouragers of our press: they required translations and abridge- 
ments of the classics, versions of French and Italian romances, old 
chronicles, and helps to devout exercises. Oaxton and his successors 
abundantly supplied these wants; and the impulse to most of their ex- 
ertions was given by the growing demand for literary amusement on the 
part of the great. Oaxton, as we have seen, speaking of his “ Boke of 
Eneydos,” says, “ This present book is not for a rude uplandish man to 
labor therein, nor read it.” But a great change was working in Europe; 
the “rude uplandish man,” if he gave promise of talent, was sent to 
school. The priests strove with the laity for the education of the peo- 
ple; and not only in Protestant but in Catholic countries, were schools 
and universities everywhere founded. Here, again, wasa new source of 
employment for the press—A, B, O's, or Abseys, Primers, Oatechisms, 
Grammars, Dictionaries, were multiplied in every direction. Books 
became, also, during this period, the tools of professional men. There 
were not many works of medicine, but a great many of law; and even 
the people required instruction in the ordinances they were called upon 
to obey, which they received in the form of proclamations. 

The course of the early printers was based upon the principle that 
they could produce books cheaper by the press than by the scribe. This 
point once established, the next fact would be also clear—that the more 
impressions they printed the cheaper the book could be afforded. Be- 
yond this great fact there was a difficulty. There would arise in their 
minds the same doubt which has puzzled all printers and booksellers 
from the time of Caxton to our times; which is at the bottom of all 
controversies about dear books and low priced books at the present 
hour; and which will continue to perplex the producers of books, even 
should the entire population beyond infancy become readers, and have 
the means of purchasing books in some form or other. That question is 
simply a commercial one, and is perfectly independent of any schemes 
of public or private generosity for the enlightenment of the people; it 
is—Given the subject of a book, its mode of treatment, the celebrity or 
otherwise of the author, its amount of matter—what is the natural limit 
of its first sale, and the necessary ratio of its published price? If the 
probable demand be under-rated, there will be a high price, which will 
restrict the natural demand ; and if over-rated, there will be a low price, 
which will curtail the natural profit. This is seareely a question for 
enthusiasts for cheapness to decide, upon the broad assertion that a large 
sale of low-priced Looks will be more profitable than a small sale of high- 
priced books, 

In 1825, Archibald Constable, then the great publisher, propounded 
to the then “Great Unknown” his plan for revolutioniz‘n > “ the art and 
traflic of booksclling.” He exhibited the annual sch. .c of assessed 
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taxes, having reckoned the number of persons who paid for each sepa- 
rate article of luxury; and from that document he calculated that, if 
he produced every year “twelve volumes so good that millions might 
wish to have them, and so cheap that every butcher’s callant may have 
them, if he please to let me tax him sixpence a week,” he should sell 
them, “ not by thousands or tens of thousands, but by hundreds of thou- 
sands—ay, by millions.” It is recorded that a worthy divine, instruct- 
ing his bookseller to publish a sermon of his composition, decided that 
at least twelve thousand should be the number printed, he having cal- 
culated that one copy would be required in each parish by the clergy- 
man alone, to say nothing of chance customers. These statistics were 
ingenious, but they were not safe guides. The callants did not consent 
to be taxed sixpence a week ; and the rectors and curates did not rush 
to St. Paul’s Churchyard to buy jup the limited impression of the ser- 
mon. 

But the Edinburgh publisher, and the rural divine, were nevertheless 
right in their endeavor to find some principle upon which they could 
determine the probable demand fora literary work. Constable proposed 
to himself the union of goodness and cheapness, to create a demand that 
(still using his own words) would have made him “ richer than the pos- 
session of all the copyrights of all the quartos that ever were, or will 
be hot-pressed.” The goodness without the cheapness might have pro- 
duced little change in the market; the cheapness without the goodness 
might bave been more influential. But, with the truest combination of 
these qualities, there is nothing so easy or so common as to over-rate a 
demand in the commerce of books. The price of a book aspiring to the 
greatest popularity can only be settled by an estimate of the probable 
number of readers at any one time in the community, and by a still 
more difficult estimate of the sort of reading which is likely to interest 
the greatest number. The same difficulty arises with regard to every 
new book, and has always arisen. The amount of the “ reading public,” 
with its almost endless subdivisions, arising out of station, or age, or 
average intelligence, or prevailing taste, is very difficult to be estimated 
in our own day ; and there are not many authentic details ready to our 
hand upon which we can make an estimate for any past period. We 
will endeavor, out of these scanty landmarks, to collect some facts re- 
lating to the former state and progressive extension of the realms of 
print. 

It is no modern discovery that a book cheap enough for the many 
amongst reading people to buy, and at the same time a book which the 
many would have a strong desire to buy, would be more advantageous to 
the manufacturer of books than a dear book which the few only could buy, 
and which the few only would desire to buy. There is preserved in the 
handwriting of Christopher Barker, in 1582, “ A Note of the offices and 
other special licenses for printing granted by her Majesty, with a conjec- 
ture of their valuation.”* This worthy printer to the Queen probably a lit- 
tle under-rated his own gains, when he says that the whole Bible requires 
so great a cost, that his predecessors kept the realm twelve years without 
venturing a single edition, but that he had desperately adventured to print 
four in a year and a half, expending about 3000/., to the certain ruin of 
his wife and family if he had died in the time. Of these four editions, 
three were in folio, and one in quarto. The sale of the folios would 
necessarily be limited by the cost, in the way that the same unhappy 
patentee complains of as to his Book of Common Prayer, “ which few or 
none do buy except the minister.” But how stands the sale of smaller 
and less expensive books? Mr. Daye prints the Psalmsin metre, which 
book, “ being occupied of all sorts of men, women, and children, and 
requiring no great stock for the furnishing thereof, is therefore gainful.” 
The Small Catechism is “also a profitable copy, for that it is general.” 
Mr. Seres prints the Morning and Evening Prayer, with the Collects and 
the Litany; and where poor Mr. Barker sells one Book of Common 
Prayer, ‘he (Seres) furnisheth the whole parishes throughout the realm, 
which are commonly a hundred to one.” But with all his laments and 
jealousies, Queen Elizabeth’s printer, in those anti-commercial days, had 
hit the sound principle that is at the root of the commerce of books.

There is one of the printers, he says, whose patent contains all dictiona- 
ries in all tongues, all chronicles and histories whatsoever ; and his posi- 
tion is thus described :—“If he print competent numbers of each to 
maintain his charges, all England, Scotland, and much more, were not 
able to utter them; and if he should print but a few of each volume, the 
prices would be exceedingly great, and he in more danger to be undone 
than likely to gain.” Here are the Scylla and Charybdis of the book- 
trade. Let “all good books on their first appearance appeal to the 
needy multitude,” says one adviser. Mr. Barker answers, “ All Eng- 
land, Scotland, and much more, were not able to utter them.” “ Let the 
rich and luxurious be first addressed,” say the old traditional believers 
that dearness and excellence are synonymous. Mr. Barker answers— 
“ Print but a few of each volume, at exceedingly high prices, and there 
is more danger of ruin than gain.” 

The Note of Christopher Barker to Lord Burghley is an answer to a 
complaint that had been made in 1582, that the privileges granted to 
members of the Stationers’ Company “will be the overthrow of the 
printers and stationers within this city, being in number one hundred 
and seventy-five, and thereby the excessive prices of books prejudiciable 
to the state of the whole realm.” In the absence of any knowledge of 
the numbers printed of a book, and of its consequent price, at the time 
of this complaint against the monopolists of charging “ excessive prices,” 
it may enable us to form some estimate of the character of the books 
issued in 1582, and thence of the quality of the readers of books, if we 
glance at two other sources of information—Ames and Herbert’s “ Typo- 
graphical Antiquities,” and Mr. Collier’s “ Extracts from the Registers of 
the Stationers’ Company.” The latter is especially valuable, as showing 
what was doing in the most popular literature—the literature of ballads 
and broadsides, of marvellous adventures and merry tales—which mat- 
ters Ames and Herbert rejected in a great degree.—Cuartes Knicur.

AMERICAN. 

Francis Lreser has just closed a connection, of twenty years’ standing 
with the College of South Carolina, by resigning his Professorship of Political 
Economy. Dr. Lieber’s reputation is world-wide, as one of the most distin- 
guished men of the age, in that department. He was one of the Prussian 
soldiers at Waterloo ; afterwards the friend and correspondent of Niebuhr, 
the historian; and the associate of Byron, in the Greek struggle for inde- 
pendence. In his riper years, he has conferred honor and substantial benefit 
on the country of his adoption, by originating and editing the Encyclopedia 
Americana, and by writing a profound work on Political Ethics, which is, 
probably, unsurpassed in ability by any similar work. As an original and 
profound thinker, and thorough master of political economy and kindred 
sciences, Dr. Lieber would do honor to any institution which may be fortunate 
enough to secure his co-operation. The post which he has just vacated in 
South Carolina College, will not be easily filled.

J. C. Derby has issued a circular stating that he will hereafter make sales 
only of his own publications, 

Messrs. Ivison & Kinney remove on the Ist of February to 321 Broadway, 
opposite Pearl-street. 

Messrs. G. P. Putnam & Co, have taken into their firm Mr. David A. Wells. 
The firm still continue the same. They are about removing to 321 Broadway, up 
stairs. 

Srate Historica Socrery, Wisconstr.—We are much gratified at the 
flourishing condition of this enterprising society; it bids fair to eclipse many 
similar institutions in older States. From their late reports, we learn of valua- 
ble additions to their Library. Ata stated meeting December 18th, Lyman C. 
Draper, Esq., delivered a very beautiful and appropriate eulogy upon the late 
Robert M. Sully, the artist, who was an honorary member of the Historical So- 
ciety and a donor of many valuable paintings. 
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There are, in the United States, 750 paper mills in actual operation, having 
2,000 engines, and producing in the year 270,000,000 pounds of paper, which 
is worth, at ten cents a pound, £27,000,000. To produce this quantity of paper, 
405,000,000 pounds of rags are required, 1 1-4 pounds of rags being necessary 
to make one pound of paper. The cost of manufacturing, aside from labor and 
rags, is $4,050,000. 


Tue Peasopy Instrrcere.—The Transcript learns that George Peabody, Esq., 
the distinguished London banker, has made an additional donation, £15,000, to 
the Peabody Institute, in South Danvers. It is given for the purpose of estates 
adjoining and situated on each side of the Institute, and for improving and 
beautifying the grounds connected therewith. On the estates are two commo- 
dious dwelling-houses, the income of which is to be appropriated for the henefit 
of the lyceum and library. This last donation makes $45,000 which Mr. Pea- 
body has given to his native town for the establishment and support of one of 
the best institutions in the State; besides he has had purchased and forwarded 
for the library twenty-five hundred volumes of valuable books. 


TurotocicaL Unton.—We understand that committees of conference have 
been appointed by the faculty of Yale College, and the trustees of the East 
Windsor Theological Seminary, to take in consideration the practicability of a 
union of the two theological seminaries as above; the funds of the two corpora- 
tions, likewise to be fused into one common fund. This will give a higher tone 
and character to our seminary, and place it on a basis not heretofore known in 
its history as an institution; and since both seminaries have been in a lancnish- 
ing condition for several years past, the measure may be regarded as both necessary 
and desirable. There are only twenty-five students attending the seminary 
here, while that at East Windsor numbers only ten or eleven on its roll.— New 
Haven Register, Dec. 27. 


George W. Curtis is to deliver six lectures in Boston, before the Lowell In- 
stitute,on ‘ Contemporaneous English Fiction.” 


C. C. Hazewell has assumed the editorial management of the Boston 
Chronicle. 


ViremtA Untversity.—The University of Virginia, according to the Char- 
lottesville Advocate, contains 531 students, of whom 334 are Virginians, and 
the rest from other southern and western States, with the exception of one each 
from the States of Connecticut, New York and Pennsylvania. It is stated in 
addition, that 70 young men who applied for admission the past year, were re- 
jected for want of the necessary qualification in the required preliminary studies, 
The expenses of the student for the annual session from Oct. Ist to the end of 
June, average about $275, exclusive of books and stationery, clothing and pocket 
money. 

An Antiquity.—The Smithsonian Institution has just received as a present 
from the University at Jena, a copy of the original work of Otto de Guerick, the 
renowned inventor of the air pump—published in 1672. The work is in folio, 
illustrated by a number of engravings, among which is a representation of the 
celebrated experiment of the resistance to separation of two hemispheres, from 
which the air had been exhausted, when the force of eight span of horses was 
applied to them.— Washington Star, Dec. 31st. 


Lrserat Bequest.—It gives us pleasure to announce, as a signal proof of the 
liberal public spirit of the late Mr. Degrand, in addition to those exhibited by 
him in his lifetime, that by his will he has given to Harvard College a great 
part of his handsome estate, which is estimated at a hundred and twenty thou- 
sand dollars. We understand that the donation is appropriated by him to the 
useful purpose of enriching an important department of the University Library, 
by the purchase of French works on scientific subjects. 

The will provides for annuities to Mr. Degrand’s two sisters. The estate is 
then divided into twelve portions, three of which (as above stated) are given to 
Harvard College ; and one portion is given to the city of Boston, the income to 
be expended in the purchase of books of amusement for distribution among the 
children of the Public Schools. The other eight portions are bequeathed to 
various charitable institutions.—Boston Advertiser. 


A Literary Unperrakixa.—aA letter in the Trareller, from Singapore, 
says: “ At Singapore I was fortunate in becoming quite intimate with onr con- 
sul, C. W. Bradley, Esq., of Connecticut, a gentleman whose long residence in 
the East, and whose knowledge of Oriental manners, customs, and languages, 
make him a desirable friend and acquaintance to an American 17,000 miles 
from home. He is a literary man, with some means apart from his office. For 
many years he has followed up a most laborious work, in which, however, he 
tells me he has found great pleasure. The work is a Dictionary of prefixes, suf- 
fixes and roots of proper names. He has extended his researches in forty-five 
different languages, and has about 800 pages of manuscript ready for the printer 
as soon as he is ready to publish. A large portion of his manuscript has 
already been submitted to several of the literary societies and savans of Europe, 
and the author, besides receiving the most gratifying encomiums from individuals, 
has been admitted into many of the learned societies. He has been strongly ad- 
vised to publish his work ; but he says he is not yet quite ready. I mention all 
this because I believe it is something new under the sun, at least in dictionaries ; 
and when one considers that every one’s name, even in English, is not Smith, 
fancy what an Herculean task Mr. B. has undertaken, when he jumps at once 
into forty-five different tongues, collecting all their proper names and tracing 
them to their origin. Ther» is a connection, as he showed me, between names 
in different languages, having a similar sound, and in some cases he traces names 
from our mother tongue upto the Runic, Sanscrit, Hebrew and the deadest of all 
dead languages, with the greatest ease.” 








FOREIGN. 


A very cordial notice of the recent festival of the American Publishers 
appears in the Atheneum Frangais of November 24th. The Editor hopes to 
see a tangible result of the authors’ appreciation of the publishers’ hospitality 
in the speedy production of some good new books. 

The above journal makes mention of a German translation, just published 
at Leipzig, of Bayard Taylor’s “‘ Central Africa.” 


Dr. Veron, the former proprietor of the “ Constitutionnel” newspaper, and 
author of “ Memoires d’un Bourgeois de Paris” has just made his debut as a 
Romancist with a story of Parisian Life entitled “ Cing Cent Mille Francs de 
Rente.” (Five hundred thousand Franes a year.) The title seems to have 
been suggested by Samuel Warren’s celebrated novel. The book shows up 
very cleverly, and with an unsparing hand, the follies of the branches of the 
Potiphar family in Paris, as represented by various “ Nouveaux riches” and 
“Parvenus.” One of the most eminent capitalists and millionaires of Europe 
has his portrait drawn, they say, with most life-like exactness. 


There seems to be in France, as there has been in England lately, a rage for 
cheap books or “ railway reading,” as they call it, on the other side of the chan- 
nel. The two publishers who have more especially devoted themselves to this 
object, are Messrs. Hachette & Co., whose series is styled “ Bibliothéque des 
Chemins de fer,” and a joint stock company, under the designation of “ Li- 
brairie Nouvelle,” whose series bears the same title as that oftheir firm. These 
works are in 18mo, form, excellent print and paper, and containing from 130 
to as much, in several instances, as 500 pages each volume, the prices ranging 
from 50 centimes to 1 frane. Some of the best of the modern French littera- 
te urs are embodied in these two series, including contributions from Lamar 
tine, Karr, Sandeau, Dumas fils, Champfleury, and many other eminent names, 
To meet this demand, the enterprising firm of Michel Levy Freres have 
within the last two or three weeks, enrolled themselves as candidates for po- 
pular patronage. They have already issued 4 or 5 vols, of a series, bearing 
their own name, and selling for 1 Frane a volume. The authors they start 
with, are Mme. de Girardin, Seribe, Georges Sand, De Stendahl. When it is 
considered that all of the above works are subject to copyright, they are 
really marvels of cheapness. 


The Canadian government has made a very large appropriation for the 
purpose of replacing the books in the Library of Parliament, destroyed by 
the recent great fire at Quebec, a year or two since. During the past fall 
very large purchases have been made on account of it both in London and Paris. 
The purchases in the latter city have been made through Hector Bossange 
et Fils, and the selection benefits to no small extent from Mr. Bossange’s long- 
tried experience and judgment. To his exertions also, aided by those of the 
Canadian Library Commissioner, Mr. Todd, is due the very liberal response 
which the French government has made to the application addressed to them 
for a donation of the various works published at the expense of the State, 
The collection in question is very large, and embraces a great many works on 
various subjects of great importance and value: such as contributions to Na- 
tural History, Science, Art, Voyages of exploration and discovery, ete. and 
records of important State documents, ete., all produced in a style of luxury 
as regards elegance of typography, engraving, paper, ete, ete, which the 
individual enterprise of the publishers of them, unaided by the public ex- 
chequer, would be unable to accomplish, The collection has been bound 
very tastefully and appropriately in green (the imperial color), full and half 
morocco, with the imperial crown and N,, and the national emblem of Cana- 
da, the Beaver. 

The annual meeting of the supporters of the Norfolk and Norwich Museum 
was held on Saturday in last week, Mr. J. H. Gurney, M.P., in the chair. 
From the report, it appears that valuable additions continue to be made to the 
collection of raptorial birds which has been for some time in course of forma- 
tion under the auspices of Mr. Gurney, and which now includes 1000 birds, 
some of them such rare specimens, that’ Prince Charles Bonaparte, while re- 
cently at Glasgow, expressed a desire to visit the Museum for the purpose of 
making notes of them. The meeting, after cordially thanking Mr. Gurney 
“or his munifieence aud attention to the institution, unanimous'y re-elected 
him its prsident. During the past year, 19,058 persons visited the Museum, 


Francis Rude, the French seulptor, died lately at the age of seventy-one. 
His statue of the Neapolitan fisherman first made him famous, having for it 
received the cross of the Legion of Honor from Louis Philippe. He was the 
principal artist employed by M. Thiers in decorating the Are de Triomphe de 
Etoile. The grand jury of the Paris Exhibition had shortly before his death 
awarded to him a grand medaille d'honneur. 
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For the vacancy in the French Academy, caused by the death of Count 
Molé, there are already several candidates in the field, the most important of 
whom are M. Troplong, President of the Senate and the Court of Cassation, 
and a learned writer on law; and Emile Augier, the dramatic poet. Jules 
Janin is also spoken of. 


The works of Dr. Channing, of the United States, have obtained the honor 
of translation into French.

InTerNATionaL Copyricnt.—An extension of the scope of the convention 
for the reciprocal protection of copyright, concluded between Her Britannic 
Majesty and the King of Prussia on May 13, 1846, has been agreed to, and 
ratifications exchanged at London, August 13, 1855, by which it is agreed :— 
1. That all books, prints, and drawings published within the dominions of 
any other State that has concluded or may conclude a copyright convention 
with Great Britain, shall, if exported from Prussia or any of the States therein 
mentioned, be considered to ews been exported from the country of their 
publication. 2. The protection, subject to modification therein set forth, is 
extended to translations, 3. The author of any work published in either of 
the two countries, who may choose to reserve the right of translating it, shall, 
in the cases mentioned in the agreement, be entitled to protection in the other 
country. 4. These stipulations, subject to the modifications set forth, shall 
be applicable to the representation of dramatic works and musical composi- 
tions. 5. Articles extracted from newspapers or periodicals may be repub- 
lished, subject to the provisions set forth in either of the two countries. 6. 
The additional convention shall come into operation as soon as possible after 
the exchange of ratifications.

At the meeting of the Glasgow Atheneum this week, which seems to be 
one of the most efficiently furnished and best conducted institutions of the 
kind, and to be well supported by the operative classes, eloquent and appro- 
priate speeches were delivered by the Earl of Eglinton, Sir Archibald Ali- 
son, the Lord Advocate, and other distinguished Scotchmen, Professor Blac- 
kie of Edinburgh advocated the claims of literature toa greater share of 
attention than it usually obtains, its influences on culture and character 
being greater than those of art orscience alone. ‘Too much time and atten- 
tion,” said the learned and enthusiastic Professor, “ is given to polities and 
money-making, and too little to the study of literature. Men who could keep 
their souls to their shops for six days and go once a week to church, are very 
shabby Christians. Let them devote some time to literature, by which their 
humanity would be enltivated and their souls expanded.” The suggestion 
made by the writer of the article in “The Times” on this meeting, that there 
should be public readings of standard English works in such institutions, 
is one which deserves to be carried out. If Macaulay’s History, for instance, 
were read publicly, crowds would be attracted, and the work brought within 
the reach of many to whom it is now, by its high price, inaccessible. 


Sir George Ballingall, M. D., Professor of Military Surgery in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, died suddenly last week at his country residence in Perth- 
shire. He had occupied the chair for thirty years, and until the recent 
institution of a similar class at Dublin by Sir P. Crampton, Edinburgh was 
the only school where special lectures on military surgery were given.
